‘ Many of the Whig papers are crying out for 
Repeal. If Congress can do, say they, it can 
indo. If it can passa joint resolution for an- 


the watchword. 

Sometime since, we wrote an article to show, 
that the action of Congress, even should it pass 
the joint resolution of the House, was not final 
—that it required the assent of Texas, and the 
formation by her of a constitution, to be sub- 


tion. In view of this, we called upon al 
‘riends of Liberty to unite: without distinction 
f party, and, where members of Congress were 
yet tobe chosen, to make annexation the sole 
juestion—or,where members of the State Legis- 
‘atures were to be elected, to set up candidates 


that the power of the State Legislatures might 
be brought to bear in the form of instructions, 
upon the National Legislature. But, this move- 
ment, we insisted, should be conducted with 
entire fairness, and so as to leave undisturbed 
the existing relative strength of parties—anti- 
:nnexation Democrats being put up in Dis- 
tricts, which at the last election gave Demo- 
cratic majorities,—anti-annexation Whigs in 
Districts, with Whig majorities, and so on. 

A few Liberty papers republished our article, 
but not one of those Whig or Democratic prints 
which are so profuse in their expressions of hos- 
Lility toanmhexation. We submitted our propo- 
sition as a test; that it was a fair one, nobody 
will deny; but it was all in vain. You cannot 
get either Whigs or Democrats to merge other 
questions in this, however they may choose for 
the time to magnify it. They may be willing 
to use it for purty-effect, but scarcely for any, 
nobler purpose. 

The cry now is, repeal. Whig leaders insist 
that this must be their watchword. Ask them. 
whether they will subordinate all other ques- 
tions to this, and acquiesce in our proposition 
—the only honest and fairone that can be made 
on the subject. Not they. “Repeal” will be 
the watchword—but it will be used, not prima- 
rily to defeat annexation, but to add to the 
strength of the party. If they can but secure 
by this device the adhesion of all the friends of 
liberty in the country, they will at least achieve 
a Whig triumph, if they do not accomplish re- 
peal. 

Let our friends be on their gaard. If any 
plan could be hit upon which would effect a con- 
siderable change of sentiment among the Demo- 
cratic members of the next Congress, it might 
prove suecessful. ‘The Whigs from the North, 
aided by them, and a few Whigs from the South, 
might be able to effect the repeal. But, with 
the Democrati¢ members North and South 
against the movement, its accomplishment will 


+be utterly impossible. The Whigs from the 


South, now that the question has been acted 
upon, will be apt, hereafter, to resist all at- 
tempts to unsettle it, especially if the avowed 
object in so doing is, to prevent the extension) 
of slavery.

General Assembly, 2 

In the Senate, March 8th, there was another 
struggle fot political power, between the par- 
ties, on a bill altering certain counties, &e. 

A bill to prevent unauthorized banking, and 
‘the circulation of unauthorized bank paper, was 
passed by a strict party vote. 

The Senate bill to divide the State into con- 
gressional districts, was taken up in the House; 
a motion to reject it failed—27 yeas, 37 nays. 
’ A motion to reconsider the vote upon the en- 
grossment of the bill to provide for obtaining 
accurate statistical information in relation to 
the commerce, agriculture, and manufactures 
of Ohio, was lost. 

The registry bill was adopted in the House 
by a strict party vote last Monday. 

The bill in reference tothe taxation of per- 
sonal and real estate was recommitted; an at- 
teurpt to instruct the committee to report an 
amendment, taxing banking capital, failed. 

The Senate bill to district the State, was de- 
bated at large.

The Treaty ot Washington,.-Extra- 
dition, 

Were not Mr. Buchanan what he is, we 
should deem it a fortunate event that Mr. Cal- 
hoan is displaced from. the Cabinet. But, if 
the one is a fanatical slaveholder, the other is 
aninfatuated servile. The Washington corres- 
pondent of the Charleston Mercury is full of 
bitter complaining. Mr. Calhoun, he says, was 
not put in office by @ party, or for party purpo- 
ses, but by the general voice of the country, for 
objects pre-eminently national, “Pre-eminent- 
ly national!” Such as the extension of slave- 
ry; the arrayal of the world in arms against 
the anti-slavery policy of Great Britain; the 
coercion of Britain into a recegnition of the 
claim to hold human beings as property; the 


recapture of runaways, under the pretext of 
their being fugitives from justiée, MOF Thene 
were the objects ‘pre-eminently national,” to 
the accomplishment of which Mr. Calhoun has 
devoted the enérgies’ of what some imagine a 
splendid genius! “He has made up,” says the 
same correspondent, .“most important issues 
with foreign governments, vital to the Southern 
States;” and ‘therefore, he is shocked, that a 
President, elected from and by the South, could 
have deemed it consistent with propriety,duty, 
or policy, to dismiss him from office. 

But he is dismissed, and we are glad of it.— 
Mr. Buchanan, his successor, is as thorough a 
devotee to slavery, as he is, but he is weaker, 
less metaphysical and ingenious. He is gross 
and palpable in his pro-slavery demonstrations, 
and has neither the tact nor the ability to 
make the worse appear the better reason. 

We notice that one of the gréat issues made 
up with foreign nations by the former Secreta- 
ry, related to the seven slaves, who some 
months since escaped from Florida to Nassau, 
New Providence, and were demanded as fugi- 
tives from justice by the authorities of the ter- 
ritory. The demand was not complied with, 
on the grounds that.an indictment, per se, can 
never be received as sufficient evidence to war- 
rant delivery, and that what is murder in 
Florida, might not be murder under the laws of 
Great Britain. ’ 

Mr. Calhoun at once opened a correspondence 
with the British Government, thinking to bring 
John Bull to terms; but he did not find him so 
amenable as Brother Jonathan. “Will Great 
Britain,” he asks “undertake to place all those 
nations in which slavery exists, Russia, Spain,, 
Brazil, in a state of national outlawry to her- 
self, against all true principles of international 
law on the authority of the Bible itself, which 
sanctions the institution?” 

Lord Aberdeen, we presume, not having had 
the advantages of such teachers as the Rev. 
Alexander McCaine, of Charleston, South Caro- 
lina, declined to enter into a ,theological con- 
troversy with the Biblical Statesman of our 
Democracy, on the question whether it is not

Crime and Poverty. 
If necessity is the mother ‘of invention, it is 
still moréfrequently, the parent of crime.— 
“Tis hard for an empty bag to stand upright,” 
as poor Richard says. Our animal necessities 
are among our strongest temptations. 
It would seem, from’certain tables we ob- 
serve published in the English papers, that the 
increase of crime bears a certain proportion to 
the scarcity of bread. From an official state- 
ment of the number of prisoners convicted at 
the New Bailey Prison, Manchester, in a series 
of years, from 1835 to 1844, it appears that the. 
total number of convictions in 1835, was 808, 
tthe average price of wheat being 39s. 4d.; in 
1839, it was 1215, the average price of wheat 
being 70s. 6d.; and in 1844, it. was 1004, the 
price having fallen to 51s. 5d. 
There is nothing surprising in all this. . The 
less the temptation, the greater the probability 
of virtuous conduct. He who would .effectu- 
ally reform criminals, must better their condi- 
tion.

Why such service 
e 80 offensive, can be explained only 
reference to the fact that in one half the 
_ountry, it is performed by slaves, and in other 
parts, frequently done by that class of popula- 
tion which is associated by kindred ties with 
slaves. In the West, it is almost impossible to 
hire an American girl to do housework, though 
she will drudge at anything else, for no greater 
compensation. 

Taking advantage of this excess of female 
labor, and the natural diffidence of the young 
women, the employers, asa class, screw them 
down to the lowest possible wages; living com- 
fortably themselves, while the victims of their 
oppression do not live, but die daily. 

How little practical christianity, after a lapse 
of nearly nineteen centuries since the advent 
of Christ, can be found in the world! Look- 
ing, every man, to the things of his brother, is 
the precept of Christianity: looking, every 
man, to his own things, is the watchword of 
our so-called christian communities. 

The New-York Tribune throws out several 
useful suggestions, but they are all on the sur- 
face. It is a shame, that robust, able-bodied 
young men should be dancing attendance at 
the counter, and measuring tape, instead of giv- 
ing place to destitute young ladies, and seeking 
subsistence in pursuits unsuited to woman.— 
And so too, it is a pity, that there is not a free 
emigration of young women to the new coun- 
tries of the West, where there is now an excess 
of male population. But, even if these things 
were attended to, the relief procured would be 
but partial and temporary. 

The only safeguard against exaction, the 
only protectian for the righte of the woah, tho 
only security for fair wages, is, the practical 
recognition of the Christian law of love, in all 
the business relations of society. The majority 
of professed Chrietians think they fulfil this 
law, if they bestow of their goods to feed the 
poor, and to send the gospel to the heathen.— 
Formal, periodical or paroxysmal charities they 
deem sufficient: these attended to, and the 
whole law is fulfilled. In their business rela- 
tions, their commercial dealings, where, if act- 
ing with reference to the interests of others as 
well as of themselves, they would cause per- 
petual blessings to distil upon society, they for- 
get Christ, and serve only Mammon. They 
will not hesitate to sel] an article for more than 
it is worth, or buy one for less, from some op- 
pressed man whose necessities compel a sacri- 
fice; or higgle for a half dime with their wood 
sawyer, whose only earnings for the day may 
have been a quarter of a dollar. All this they 
think, is fair, because it is in the way of trade; 
never reflecting that the whole system of com- 
merce and trade, as at present carried on, is as 
opposite to Christianity, as darkness is to light. 

Let these industrial associations, both of men 
and women, present such views to the public, 

and they cannot fail to do good. The pulpit is 
not true to its mission on this point. You 
shall searcely ever hear a minister applying 
Christian principle to the business relations of 
life. He has either not reflected on the anti- 
social, Ishmaelitish character of mercantile 
dealings, or he fears to speak what he thinks. 
These associations may make up for his lack of 
service and, under proper management, contri- 
bute to the great work of conforming social as 
well as individual life, to the precepts of Chris- 
tianity.

Many rumors are 
afloat as to the cause. The correspondent of the 
Baltimore Sun remarks—“It is said that this is 
the first instance, since the formation of the 
Government, that the new Cabinet of an in- 
coming President, having a majority of his 
friends in the Senate, has not been unanimous- 
ly confirmed.”

sure to destroy or abolish their own slavery, or 
enslaved tion. Now I ask the 
question of Bro. Thos, Campbell, who is the 
author of the letter .under consideration, 
whether he believes the Apostle Paul was so 
unwise aé to give such directions in relation to 
an institution which it is pretended he meant 
to support, as would, if obeyed, infallibly abol- 
ish the same institution!! But the question 
assumes a much more serious aspect, when we 
reflect that this Apostle wrote by inspiration, 
and was only the mouth piece or messenger of 
God.

Here are directions to servants of all de- 
scriptions, including slaves of course among 
the rest. According to these directions obedi- 
ence, submission and fidelity, are laid down as 
the principal virtues of servitude of all kinds, 
as indeed they are. But the question here is, 
were these directions intended by the Apostle 
for the moral justification of slavery and other 
oppression, among other things? In order to 
determine this point from the passage itself, 
we must examine the directions to the masters 
also, as a part of the whole list. Now the first 
direction to the master is to “do the same things 
to them” (that is to the servants) which the 
latter had just been required to do to the mas- 
ters, that is, in general terms, toserve them 
faithfully and affectionately, thus placing both 
parties on an ity of reci dutioe, each 
is bound to serve the ot 
mutual and reciprocal Christian duties. Fine 
direction this for the support of slavery! The 
next direction is to “forbear threatening,” a di- 
rection which, if obeyed by all slaveholders

and their overseers, would put an end to sla-

for slavery can no more exist without continu- 
al threatening, as well as the execution o/ 
threats, than the human or brute body can 
without breath. The motive assigned for obe- 
dience to: these directions is, that the Divine

Another Slave Case, 

‘We find in the Sandusky Clarion, the report 
of the decision of Judge Farwell of Sandusky, 
in the matter of two colored boys, Dick, aged 
about 13, and William, aged 11, on writs of 
habeas corpus. 

_ Friday, the 28th ult., three men from Ken- 
tucky, assisted by a man in Sandusky, arrested 
these two boys, on the charge of being slaves, 
and put them for safe-keeping under custody, 
in the Mansion House. Writs of habeas corpus 
were immediately issued, and on the 3d inst., 
they were brought before Judge Farwell. 

The witnesses swore that'the boys were the 
slaves of Peter Driskell, of Mason county, Ky.; 
that the lawsof that State allow of slavery; that 
Jane Garrison, the mother of the boys, came 
on to the farm of Peter Driskell, in 1838, with 
the oldest boy, and that the youngest was born 
there; that Peter Driskell paid taxes for them as 
slaves, and exercised ownership over them; that 
the boys called him master; and one of the 
witnesses testified that he heard the woman 


The first objection taken by the counsel for 
the defendants was, that when they made re- 
turn, that the arrest had proceeded under the 
act of Congress, the Judge should have dismiss- 
ed the cause. 

The Judge overruled the objection, and held 
that the Court had a right. to examine into the 
truth of the return. Othefwise, the very ob- 
ject of the writ might be defeated. 

He overruled the objection taken by the coun- 
sel for the boys—that the party to whom the 
right of recapture was secured, could not pur- 
sue his re iby another. 
In rela Pthe evidence, the Court held 
it necessary, that “the claimant shall prove by 
proper aud legitimate authority, according to 
principles of common law. (except that it per- 
mits affidavits to be read) such facts in regard

cal Engineers, from the best authorities. Col. 
Abert of this corps, in reply to a note addressed 
tohim by Mr. Brinkeroff, stated that the Bureau 
had not in its possession, the acts.of the Mexi- 
can Congress, defining the boundaries of the 
provinces of that Republic; he also mentioned 
Tanner’s American Atlas, of 1839, in which is 
a map of the United States of Mexico, as or- 
ganized and defined by the several acts of Con- 
gress of that Republic, but whether these boun- 
daries were recognized by the Mexican eonfed- 
eracy prior to the Texan revolution he could 
not say. 

Mr. Brinkerhoff, on consulting Tanner’s Map, 
found that it corresponded to the generally re- 
ceived maps of those countries—but they all 
make the Northern boundary of Texas, the Red 
River, 34 north latitude; instead of 42! The 
territory north of that line is styled New Mexi- 
co, in which is located Santa Fe, in about 364 
deg. north latitude. This place is according to 
the new map of Texas, is embraced in that ter- 
ritory, but our Government has uniformly re- 
cognized it as belonging to Mexico! 

If it be true, that Texas never extended north 
of 34 deg., the compromise, by which slavery 
was excluded from that part of the territory 
north of 36 deg., was a contemptible fraud up- 
on the people of the free States. And yet this 
very Mr. Brinkerhoff, we learn, voted for the 
joint resolutions, containing the fraud he had 
pointed out, and so severely denounced! 

But, taking the map as correct, Texas may 
be described as lying between twenty-six and 
forty-two degrees of north latitude, and ninety- 
four and one hundred ten and a half degrees, 
west longitude. The great body of it, how- 
ever, ranges from 28 deg. to 38 deg. of latitude. 
It is bounded on the north, by the territory of 
Nebraska; east, by Louisiana, and the Indian 
country; south-east, by the Gulph of Mexico; 
south-west, by the Rio Grande, or Rio del Norte; 
west, by the Rio Bravo, a continuation of the 
Del Norte, and by mountainous ranges separa- 
ting it from California. A thin strip of the ter- 
ritory runs up, north-westwardly, from thirty- 
six to forty-two degrees, averaging perhaps 
about thirty miles in breadth, the largest por- 
tion of it, not susceptible, we presume, of cul- 
tivation. The part, north of 36 deg. 30 min., 
was all that Freedom got, in the famous 
compromise; the body of the territory, all that 
was in any respect valuable, being assigned to 
slavery! But, why was the parallel of 36 deg. 
30 min. selected? Precisely because Santa Fe 
falls just in the southern edge of that latitude, 
and is thus saved to slavery! 

The area of Texas, as defined by,this map, 
measures 324,018 square miles. ‘A1fd accord- 
ing to the report of the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office of 1839, it contained 203,- 
530,000 acres. The lands then appropriated 
‘were.set down at 67,408,673 acres; the publie 
domain being, 136,111,327. 

This was the statement in 1839... Since that 
time, vast quantities of land must have been 
granted, for it has been the policy of the 
Texan Government to encourage immigration; 
the comparative peace she has enjoyed has 
quickened this process; and, doubtless, the 
prospect of annexation to this country has 
stimulated land-speculation to an incredible 
extent. Judging from these circumstances, and 
from the reports of intelligent men familiar 
with the country, we suppose it is safe to as- 
sume that the great body of the most valuable 
lands in Texas is already appropriated. 

The public debt is estimated in Hunt's Maga- 
zine, as follows :—

We put no confidence in this table. Our rea-, 
sons are, that the Government has been, like all 
Governments in a southern latitude, extrava- 
gant; its resources are exceedingly limited; its 
revenues small; while the expenditures required 
ina protracted struggle with Mexico, have been 
enormous. T'wice the amount given above, we 
believe, would not cover the real debt. If any 
one doubt this, let him advert a moment to the 
fact, that ina state of perfect peace, it costs 
our own Government $17,000,000 a year for war 
preparations.

The Cincinnati Chronicle is somewhat pained 
at the strong epithets the Emancipator has seen 
fit to apply to Judge Buckner, on account of his 
recent sentence of Fairbank. We shall not 
defend the use of such epithets, as we are not in 
the habit of using them ourselves—but, why 
should the Chronicle be so scrupulous about 
harsh language, and so lenient toa harsh, aye, a 
horrible act? Has it ever read the sentence 
pronounced by Judge Buckner? It is just like

Judge Buckner: “Stand up, Calvin Fairbank. 
You have been convicted by an impartial jury 
of your countrymen upon three indictments fur 
the abduction of slaves from this common- 
wealth, The crime of which you have becn 
guilty is a grove and heinous one: it is a crime 
which not only injuriously affects the persons 
whose property you have stolen, but one which 
affects in a high degree this whole community; 
which strikes at its peace and tranquility, nay, 
at its very existence. THE LAW UNDER 
WHICH YOU STAND CONVICTED IS A 
MERCIFUL ONE, FOR TO MY MIND 
DEATH ITSELF DOES NOT APPEAR 
TOO SEVERE A PUNISHMENT FOR THE 
COMMISSION OF A CRIME, TIIE CON- 
SEQUENCES OF WHICH ARE OF SO 
DEEP AND MOMENTOUS A CHARACTER 
TO US ALL. You have placed us in danger 
of our lives; you have endangered the very ex- 
istence of our community, a8 a comwunity, by 
the efforts of yourself and your fanatic co-la- 
borers to sow discontent among our slaves; to 
incite them to insurrectionary movements in 
order to regain their liberty. I say again, 
therefore, the law whose sentence you await, is 
a merciful one. To the jury you are indebted, 
for that they have inflicted on you so slight a 
punishment, as they might have imprisoned you 
for sixty years. I was pleased to hear you ex- 
press regret for the course you have pursued— 
if what you said to the jury were your real sen- 
timents, and you still retain them, it may be 
that the Executive will yet see fit, in the exer- 
cise of his high prerogative, to remit some por- 
tion of your punishment. As you have profes- 
sed your penitence I hope he will. It remains 
for me only to pronounce the sentence of the 
law, which is that you be taken hence to the 
jail and penitentiary house of this common- 
wealth, there to remain at hard labor for the 
term of five years upon each one of the indict- 
ments against you, MAKING THE FULL 
TERM OF FIFTEEN YEARS.” Prisoner 
remanded to jail. 


No one would have been shocked, had Judge 
Buckner held some such language as thé fol- 
lowing: “Calvin Fairbank: you have been found 
guilty of an act, which, though in itself, and 
in the estimation of civilized nations generally, 
is not a crime, yet, is still deemed such by the 
laws of this State, because it tends to render 
insecure a peculiar species of property. The 
punishment is severe, and it is to be regretted 
that you have rendered yourself liable to it; 
but, sworn to administer the laws, as they are, 
it becomes my painful duty to pronounce their 
sentence,” é&c. 

This would have shown generous feeling, i! 
not ‘perfect conscientic » on the part of 
the Judge. But, compare it with the sentence 
he did pronouucé?“A grave and heinous crime!” 
“Death itself not too severe a punishment for 
it!!” “The Law a merciful one, which, but for 
the leniency of the Judge, would have immured 
this man for sixty years in the Penitentiary, 
not for exciting insurrection..or discontent 
among the slaves, but for aiding twoor three of 
them to escape from.bondage!! We shall not 
call Judge Buckne® by any hard names—for 
like the Jews who gnashed upon Stephen with 
their teeth, and stoned him to death, he may 
not know what he is doing—but we will say, 
that should the Judge live to see slavery extin- 
guished in Kentucky, and Liberty the univer- 
sal law there, he will, when reverting to this 
sentence, be apt to exclaim, “Was thy servant 
a dog, that he should do this thing?”

To the Editor of the Morning Herald: 

Dear Sirn—Since my communication of the 
24th ult., several “Mail failures” have occur- 
red, all except one occasioned by the errors 
mentioned in my last. The cause of this one 
should have been included in the list of errors 
in the printing office, as it concerns all pub- 
lishers to what errors do occur there. ‘This 
class of failures did not occur to me when wri- 
ting that article, although they frequently hap- 
pen. ‘The failure referred to was in the West- 
ern Literary Messenger, published at Buffalo, N. 
York. Several copies of this paper arrived a few 
days since without a wrapper, which I returned 
for new direction. These must now be two weeks 
behind their time in reaching their destina- 
tion. Packages of the same paper frequently ~ 
arrive here, with the wrapper nearly, and some- 
times quite, worn off. Until the instance men- 
tioned, I have been able to ascertain where they 
belonged, and, when necessary,have given them 
anew wrapper, and forwarded them. Since 
the Ist of January, three packages of the paper 
due this office have failed to arrive, and, from 
the condition in which I find those that do ar- 
rive, I have no doubt but the failures are oc- 
casioned by the wrappers wearing off. The 
wrappers used are altogether unfit for the pur- 
pose, being nothing but printing paper of or- 
dinary quality. 

“The Prophet,” published at New York, is 
put up in similar paper, and usually reaches 
this office in much the same condition. I have 
had to give it a new wrapper, in order to have 
it reach its destination. 

The wrappers used on the Herald do very 
well for this distance; on large packages the 
would be liable to fail before they reach Wheel- 
ing. 

One word upon your remarks introducing my 
former article. Speaking of a package mis- 
sent, you say, “That address was never made 
in our office.” Had you adverted to the fact, 
that that package reached Xenia on the same 
day it was printed, you would hardly have 
spoken with so much confidence. The coach 
seldom tarries long enough for a Post Master 
to perform any extra service. When I am un- 
der the necessity of giving a package a new 
envelope, I usually have to detain it until the 
next mail. 

Accept my thanks for the publication of my 
former article; and, as ‘one good turn deserves 
another,” allow me to hope that this, also, will 
find a place in your columns. Although I con- 
sider their publication but an act of justice, 
yet, having been denied a hearing by two other 
publishers, who had missent their packages to 
this office, I cannot but feel grateful to find one 
who is willing that both sides should be heard.

Florida, 

In the excitement about Texas, the action of 
Congress respecting Florida excited little atten- 
tion; and yet it was about us indefensible as its 
Texas policy. In the constitution of the terri- 
tory, as submitted to that body, was the follow- 
ing article. 

Art. XVI.—Generat Provisions. 

1. The General Assembly shall have no power 
to pass laws for the emancipation of Slaves. 

2. They shall have no power to prevent emi- 
grants to this State from bringing with them 
such persons as may be deemed slaves by the 
laws of any one of the United States: provided, 
they shall have power to enact laws to prevent 
the introduction of any slaves who may have 
committed crimes in other States. 

3. The General Assembly shall have power 
to pass laws to prevent free negroes, mulattoes, 
and other persons of color, from immigrating to 
this State, or from being discharged from on 
board any vessel in any of the ports of Florida. 

These provisions were designed to make sla- 
very a perpetual condition; the last “involved 
an assumption of power in a State to pass 
laws in violation of the constitution of the 
United States. 

For the sake of securing an easy passage to 
Florida, with these monstrous provisions in its 
constitution, it was linked in one bill with 
Towa, so that it would be impossible to vote for 
one, without voting for the other. 

When the bill came up in the House, on the 
11th of February, these vices in the constitu- 
tion were exposed by Mr. Morse, a Whig mem- 
ber from Maine, and he moved that the bill be 
amended by adding the following provision to 
the third section. 


“Provided, however, That so faras relates to 
Florida this act shall not take effect until after 
a convention of delegates, elected by the quali- 
fied voters of Florida, shall have so altered the 
Constitution adopted by the convention of dele- 
gates on the 11th January, 1839, as to strike 
from article 16th in said Constitution the first 
and thirdsections, in the following words, name-

And nothing contained in 
the-same, in substance or principle, shall be in- 
serted in place thereof, or in any other parts of 
said Constitution. As soon as the alterations 
herein’ required shall have been made, and 
proof thereof laid before the President of the 
United States, he shall announce the same by

- They 
might be.in I}inois—for the first lesson a free 
State learns is, to submit. But, are they nulli- 
ties in slave States? How will you get the 
question of their constitutionality before the 
Courts? South Carolina, Louisiana, and -we 
may now add, Florida, will not allow you to try 
it. Send an attorney to South Carolina to test 
the question_ before the Courts, and_she expels 
him. Which is: the ‘nullity—her law, or the 
constitution of the United States? And even 
could you try the matter, and obtain a decision 
of the Supreme Court against the law, which 
would prove the nullity—the Law or the Decis 
sion—South Carolina or the Union? 

But, Congress is always the servitor of sla- 
very. Where it is reduced to the alternative 
of putting its foot on slavery or the constitu- 
tion, it prefers doing the latter. It preferred it,in 
the case before us. Formally, by a direct vote, 
it authorized the new State of Florida to pass’ 
laws, to imprison or enslave for life, citizens of 
New England and of New York, coming with- 
in its limits—and this, too, after denying to 
the representatives of these States, the poor 
privilege of debating the question !! 

The amendment of Mr. Morse was: lost— 
ayes 77, noes 87! We should like to give the 
names of the representatives who voted in. 
favor of this abominable provision in the Con- 
stitution of Florida, but, according to the re- 
port, they were not demanded. 

An effort was then made by Preston King, a 
Demoeratic member from New York, to have 
the question taken upon a separate bill for 
the admission of Iowa, but it failed, a decisive 
majority being against it. 

Mr. Morse made still another effort; his ob- 
ject this time being to place Florida on « level 
with Missouri. He moved the following, as 
a proviso: (it is the copy of a clause, chang- 
ing names only, of the joint resolution of Con- 
gress for the admission of Missouri:) 

“Provided, however. That Florida shall be 
admitted into the Union on an equal footing 
with the original States in all respects whatev- 
er, upon the fundamental condition that the 
third clause of the sixteenth article of the Con- 
stitution submitted on the part of said Terri- 
tory to Congress, shall never be construed to 
authorize the passage of any law, and that no 
law shall be passed in conformity thereto, by 
which any citizen of either of the States 
of this Union shall bo excluded from the en- 
joyment of any of the privileges and immuni- 
ties to which said citizen is entitled under the 
Constitution of the United States: Provided 
further, That the Legislature of said Territory, 
by a solemn public act, shall declare the as- 
sent of the said Territory to the said funda- 
mental condition, and shall transmit to the 
President of the United States in forty days 
after the close of its next session, an authentic 
copy of the said act; upon the receipt whereof, 
the President, by proclamation, shall announce 
the fact; whereupon, and without any further 
proceedings on the part of Congress, the admis- 
sion of the said State into this Union shall be 
considered as complete.”

Twenty minutes debate for such a question! 
At the suggestion of several gentlemen, Mr. 
Davis was gracious enough to extend the time 
to two hours. 

Mr. Adams protested against the resolution. 
The bill, he said, was one involving the highest 
consequences, and was entitled to the gravest 
consideration. The discussion was barely com- 
menced. He moved that the resolution be laid 
upon the table, but it failed—only fifty voting 
for it; and the resolution was then adopted. 

The next move was, for the opponents of the 
amendment to monopolize the brief period al- 
lowed for discussion. Accordingly, Mr. Morse 
was the only member permitted to speak in 
support of the amendment. The rest of the 
time was consumed in speeches from Messrs. 
Bagby, Clingman, and Levy, all slaveholding 
members, and Judge Douglass of Illinois, one 
of the staunchest allies of slavery. 

Mr. Adams, in relation toa position advanced 
by Mr. Douglass, inquired whether he would 
vote for the admission of a new State into 

the Union, whose constitution contained a 
clause forbidding forever acitizen from Illi- 
nois from entering that State. Mr. D. answer- 
ed, that by the Constitution of the U. States 


that the Speaker saw proper to change his de- 
cision—and the amendment was concurred in. 
The bill was then passed, only thirty-four 
mustering courage enough to vote against the 
gross sanction thus given to the ultra slavery 


tional laws against citizens of the free States. 
In the Senate, the subject was taken up,near 
the close of the session, debated seven hours, 
and the bill then passed, only nine voting in 
the negative. 

The whole transaction was just as flagitious 
as the action of Congress on the Texas ques- 
tion—but it has attracted little attention, and 
we have yet to see the first comment upon it, 
ftom a single Democratic or Whig paper.

Was in Executive session some two hours yester- 
day, and during its sitting confirmeda number 
of nominations, which had been sent in by the 
President of the United States.on the day pre- 
vious.

the ordinance of Congress does not apply to 
mere sojourners or — transiently in said 
Territory, and that Amelia is not entitled to 
her freedom. We are informed that. the case 
will probably be taken to a higher court.” 
If this monstrous decision stand, every legal 
safeguard against the introduction of slavery 
into the free States is destroyed. If a man may 
sojourn with his slave in a free State or Ter- 


ritory, two years, why not five, ten, fifteen?
